Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1- 58 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 02 or 1 03 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims 1, 30 and 53, for example which include a 
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finite conjugate lens system comprising in order from a camera side to an object side a 
third lens group configured to provide a plurality of demagnification levels and the 
lens system satisfied the following conditions : .9 < f / # < 1.1, .90 < Rl < 1.00 , where f / 
# and Rl are focused number and relative illumination respectively, both the f/# and the 
Rl being obtained across a field of view at an image plane at the camera side having a 
diameter greater than or equal to 26 mm , and both the f /# and Rl being obtained for 
the plurality of demagnifications levels and a detector for receiving the emitted light 
and generating an image of the object ( as in claim 1 and 53) and a camera side to an 
object side the lens system satisfied the following conditions: .9 < f / # < 1 .1 , .90 < Rl < 
1 .00 , where f / # and Rl are focused number and relative illumination respectively, both 
the f/# and the Rl being obtained across a field of view at an image plane at the camera 
side having a diameter greater than or equal to 26 mm , and both the f /# and Rl being 
obtained for demagnifications of 1 .25 through 10x ( as in claim 30) .
